There ara no fresh develop 


| meats of imporiance in connection 


with the Canton situation to-day, 
the latest information reaching 
us being that fighting has. for the 
time being at any rate, ceased, 
the naval forces romaining 
at their anchorage. A. Chinese 
passenger who arrived here by 
train from Canton this morning 
told one of our reporters that the 
soldiers in Canton are holding up 
all persons carrying boxes oF 
baggage and searching them 
ostensibly for arms boat in 
reality for looting purposes 
That exolained why, he said, so 
many ofthe passeogers were only 
cerrying beddiog and atrictly 
psrsonal effects, There were not 
many passengers, the majority of 
the people in Canton being afraid 
to make the journey to the Rail- 
way Statioc.. 

‘There was no fighting yesterday, 
be ssid. Neither was there any 
this morning up to the time the 
train left. He thougbs that Sun's 
ferces on the river and elsewhere 
were awaiting the arrival of re 
inforc smenty, fromthe North, bat 
added that alltha trains from Shak. 
tune to Canton were comman- 
deered by Chan's military forces, 
many men and much ammunitior 
being transported: He thought 
there would bs much more 
fighting when both sides had pre- 
pared for it. 

“Who ia the most popular min 
among the Cantonese? Chan or 
Sun?” asked our representative. 
“The people think that 
both of them have done wrong to 
fight They were both very 
popular before, but they are dam 
fools.to ight in Canton and upset 
all the paople.” And there our 
informant was content to leave 
the matter. : 

Our Canton correspondent says 
the cessation of operations by 
the naval boats isdua to « protest 
delivered by the Consular Body 
on the Shameen.

Until probibitory orders ware 
broadcasted the following morn- 
ing, the troops indulged in a 
certain amount of looting. During 
the actust confl.ct, » house-to- 
house swarch fur arms was 
made in the region of the 
fighting, aod when it was found 
that the residence of one of the 
oflicials of Sun’s regime contain- 
ed a store of arms, the soldiers 
needed no othar excuse to com- 
pletely divestit of every stick pf 
movable furniture and everything 
alse thet could be taken away. 


A Grim Scene. ~ |‘ 


On Saturdsy morning, on visi 
iog Sun Yat-sen’s yamen,-I wit- 
neased troops busily engaged in 
carrying away al! the movable 
furniture. undeterred by the 
sentries placed on duty ‘at tha 
gates. One man’s business in- 
stincts are worth recording. He 
had secured from the iaterior.of 
the yamen a detached mirror 
from e dresser ant forthwith pro- 
ceeded to hold an auction on the 
spot. But s corporal of the guard 
soon gave bim # gentle reminder 
that these things were not quite 
in order and the self-appointed 
auctioneer iostantly departed 
with the mirror before he had bad 
a chanca of striking, a bargain.

To-day (Ssturdsy) the acese of 
the operétions shifted near to the 
Shameen, where the foreign res- 
identa had a good view of what 

aa taking place Sun Yat-sen 

es.always declared that the 
Navy was loyal to him, and aoy 
doobdts on that point were drama- 
tically dispersed this afterncon. 
Too four warahipe forming the 
Squedron hed bean mavieg op 
and down the river since day- 
break, a procedure which greatly 
annoyed Chan's roops Kned ap 
along tbe waterfront. The 
Cement Works had been carried 
at 1l o'clock in the morning, and 
is is said that firing by the 
pickets provoked the naval bore 
bardment which began at 1.30 
pm. Appeals had previously been 
made - by the Saventy-Five 
Merchants’ Guilds to both sides 
to apare the city, but. nope the 
leas, the naval forces decided to 
act, and this they did withont 
much discrimination. : 

I was saated in the dining room 
of the Ania Hotel at 1.30 this. 
(Satorday) afternoon in company 
with 2 number of Eeropeans 
when we were suddenly aware of 
a poise which resembled the fir- 
ing of long atrings of firecrackers 
coming from. the direction of 
the. Eastern Bund, this being 
pucotnated by the booming of 
heavier explosions. In less than 
& minute, the first ship of the 
squadron, the Wing. Fung. 1 
thick, ceme into view, aleaming 
slong the stretch immedistely 
in front of the hotel at high 
speed. As ‘she and two other 
units of the squadron passed 
along in single fle thay kept up 
a regutar fire, aimed at Chan's 
pickets stationed along the bund 
sod onthe Honam side. These 
troops, lying prone, returned the 
fire with machine guns. So close 
were the cruisers that ‘from the 
windows of the hotel the men af 
ithe ead contd ly sagile ween at 
wore. So - 
. Building Wrecked. 

“X nomber of snipers on the 
roof of a two-storey building on 
the Honam waterfront directly 
opposite the Steamboat Com- 
pany's whert. fired a volley at the 
passing ships, but they ba: short 
shrift when the rearmost of the 
vessels, the Cho Yue, discharged 
aball at fifty yards’ range. The 
building was squarely hit im- 
mediately below the roof and 
wher the yellow smoke bad be- 
core dispersed it was seén that 
the building had b-en completely 
wrecke?, every msa in it na 
doubt being instantly killed. 

‘The naval sbips kept up their 
firing until reaching a point op- 
posite the Steamboat Company’s 
wharf, where the a.s. Kinshac 
was lying, when orders were 
evidently given to cease, but the 
machive guns aboard were ageio 
brought into use as the Maritime 
Customs building was passed, 
this being in response to the firing 
of pickets who were placed along 
the bund to guard the puble

As might. be imsgined, people 
along the bund soon msde them- 
selves scarce’ when the firing 
broke out, and this accounts for 
the fact that the civiliso casualty 
Hist was not large. Thebig stores, 
which . hed previously, 
partially shutter-d their shope, 
at once closed their doors snd 
the rest of the day very few 
peopla ventured out of doors. My 
own experiences will serve to 
show the. conditions prevailing. 
Shortly cfter 4 o'clock I was pro-

The Dawes report was sub-

On the Istter occasion a 
somewhat rabid and very vocal 
body: of Chinese non-Christian 
atudents did their utmost to pre- 
judice the’ Christian movement 
in China. They were very moch

as, that they had misconceived 
the nature acd purpose of Chris- 
tianity; and their views were 
Giselaimed by the riper non-

success.

Of the 25 wourder 
cases notified, guilt was brought 
bome in only two cases, altbough 
there were arrests made id ten of 
them. The disparity between the 
numbers of cases and the actual 
arrests made uncer, these two 
headings is not surprising, for in 
this sphare of crima itis no easy 
matterto lay handsontheculprita. 
Morders and gang tobberies are 
usually carefully planned and, io 
tha case of the former, we faar 
that the criminals make full use 
ot the easy facilities available for 
getting quickly out of the Colony. 
In gang robberi: s, too, the depra 
dators generally so arrange 
matters that they hava a good 
start before the police ara com- 
municated with. Rea ting through 
the report as a whole, we’ are 


left with the conviction that, |- 


under the extremely difficuls 
contitions which prevail, the 
police force is discharging its 
duties in 2 worderiuily, efficient 
and thorougbgoing manner. At 
jts head is a most capable 
andconscientions Superintendent, 
whilst the rank and file, es- 
pecially in the European section, 
is waintainiog a high standard of 
alertness in coping with a big task 
which in this Colony always will 
present formidab‘e difficulties. 


Another ‘*Putsch”? . 


The assertion in the German 
Socialist organ freiieit that a 
roonarchist coup d vtelis impend- 
ing raises the question whether 
the Germans, or any section of 
them, have deluded the Dis-; 
armamentCommission. Alarmist! 
articles have been appearing io} 
the Times for some months, end 
instances of concealment of arms 
and eqvipment bavo come to 
light. These have been on 58 
relatively small scale. Perhaps, 
too, the importance attached to 
German '}22*t-military orgsnisa- 
tions is exaggerated. Whether 
formally incorporated or not, 
Germany hax aoy nutobers of 
trained soldiers. That doesn’t 
matter a great deal while they 
are withont arms. Having 
succeeded in concealing muni- 
tions in some cases, however, the 
Germans may have done. the 
in cases ‘tbat have 
not. been discovered. The 
risk.of a monarchist cvep d'ctaé 
is obviously much greater if 
the alleged complicity of the 
Ministry of Defence is a Fact. 
This might be the case even 
though President Ebert ard Dr. 
Wirth were loyal to tha Constit 
tion of the German Republic. 
Jadging by the outcome of the 
Kapp putsrh, there is no pation- 
wide movement towards a mon- 
archist restoration, which does 
‘hot exclude the possibility of such 
aconsummation at the instance 
of an energetic and resourceffl 
group. If such s move was ia 
contemplation, the publicity giveo 
to the contingancy should have 
a deterrent effect—at least for 
the present. Irrespective of a 
monarchist restoration, the Jues- 
tion of importance is. whether the 
‘Germans have boodwinked the 
Disarmament Commission on any 
considerable scale.

This undertaking must'be in 
no wise confused with the 
posed Peninsula Hotel to be 
erected by the Hongkong Hotal 
Company—it is quite a- distinct 
project. :

Mr. Faithfull preduced ‘copies 
of the journal of which the defen- 
dent is described as co-editor, 
showing that he had reprinted 
Bolshevik and enarchist parr- 
phlets circulated in Hongkong.
